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Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-34 are 
allowed over the closest reference, Sita et al (U.S. Patent No. 6,579,998). 

The present invention is drawn to an olefin polymerization catalyst comprising a 
precatalyst having the general structure defined in the claims. Salient features include an 
amidinate ligand in which the central carbon of the amidinate contains a -CH2R 4 group wherein 
R 4 comprises -SiX3 (X is halo, alkyl, alkoxy or aryl), -BR 6 3, or a solid support. Another aspect 
of the invention is a process of preparing a polyolefin in the presence of said catalyst. 

Sita et ah discloses group 4 olefin polymerization catalyst components containing an 
amidinate ligand in which the central carbon of the amidinate contains a -CH2R 4 group wherein 
R4 is alkyl or an optionally substituted alkphenyl substituent. The reference does not teach or 
fairly suggest use of compounds in which R 4 comprises -SiX3 (X is halo, alkyl, alkoxy or aryl), - 
BR 6 3, or a solid support.
